, AN INTERESTING CONVERSATION. 


No age has been without its men. of inquiring minds; 
men who earnestly desired to know the truth and were ready 
to make a close investigation of any subject in an endeavor 
to ascertain the true and Separate it from the f a l s e . Such 
a man was the Jewish rabbi, Nicodemus, who came to Jesus 
one night during his brief sojourn in Jerusaien to inquire of 
him and his mission. 
: 
Jerusaien had been greatly moved by the preaching of 
Jesus and his cleansing of the temple had made him the cen­ 
ter of attention of the thousands who had gathered from all 
parts of the known world to observe the feast of the Passover. 
Doubtless many of these carried home with theYn impressions 
that later had great influence when the disciples of Jesus 
began to obey his 
command 
to 
preach 
the 
gospel to all 
nations. 
They could go nowhere Without finding men who 
had seen Jesus at some time in Jerusalem and who Had been 
witnesses of some of his mighty works. 
The religious teachers of the day doubtless had had many 
arguments among themselves about the personality of the 
new teacher who was stirring the hearts of the multitudes, 
That they realized he was no ordinary man is evidenced by 
the statement of Nicodemus that they realized that no man 
could perform the miracles that Jesus had unless God was 
with him. 
Nicodemus was anxious to know his relation to 
God and his mission. 
Evidently Jesus knew that at the bot­ 
tom of his heart Nicodemus wanted to know more about the 
kingdom of God. 
He had little to say about himself but 
expounded the doctrine 
of the 
new 
birth, 
the change of 
heart that must come if a man was to see the kingdorq. When 
Nicodemus wondered how such a thing could be Jesus called 
to mind that he knew not whence the wind came nor where 
it went, he could not see wind but he could observe its effects. 
In other words, the working of the spirit in a man’s soul 
could be seen only by the manifestations in his daily life. 
In this connection the world has seen many striking 
cases. 
In every community eau be found men who once broke 
every law of God and man, but who are nowr living exemplary 
Christian lives. 
A case of national note was that of Jerry 
Mc A ii ley, at one time a well known police character of New' 
York. 
His wife was as dissolute as himself but when they 
were born into the kingdom everything was changed with 
them. 
They set about to bring others to the Saviour and in 
course of their lives brought thousands of men and women 
of every degree out of the bondage of sin. 
The work of the 
spirit in their cases was thorough. 
The writer of the gospel does not tell us what effect this 
conversation had on Nicodemus at the time, but when three 
years later Jesus was crucified he was one who helped lay 
him in the tomb. 
It is fair to presume that Nicodemus be­ 
came a believer, although there is no record of his having 
taken a pail in the evangelistic work eft the disciples. 
Of 
course it is possible that although accepting the truth of what 
he had heard, Nicodemus, like many others of his day and 
since, could not bring himself to give up his high position and 
be the object of persecution and an outcast among those with 
whom he had been associated, and just drifted along the 
path of least resistance. 
Although he could not have realized it, Nicodemus gave 
Jesus the opportunity to deliver a message to the world which 
has influenced millions. 
The final verse of today’s lesson is 
the best known of the entire Book and has been the shining 
light to tho feet of millions of anxious inquirers: 
“For God so loved the world, that He gave His only be­ 
gotten Son. that whosoever believeth in Him should not perish 
but have everlasting life.”
